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O all Maſters, V Vardens and Aſsiſtavts , together with all men rich and poore that deſire by a 


certaine ealte cheape way to eaſe a preſent, and prevent a future lofle by Farthing rokens. Conſider I beleech you all 
that defire for your ſelves and poſterities to prevent a great loſſe and dammage, which if not timely prevented, will ofne- 
ceſciry acrew by faching tokens above ſaid, tothe great dammage of many, yea even all Tradeſmen in the Kingdome, 
whereof many have beene deeply lenſtble hererotore, rhe which being in themſelves very uſefull for neceſſary exchange 
of money, where it cannot otherwiſe be changed, according to the gracious intent of his Majeſty , his late Father, and 
Councell, manilcited by their ſeverall Proclamations, wherein they alwayes made it appeare to their loyall ſubjects, thar 
they intended nothing but their eaſe and benefit therein,and therefore put in their Proclamations this claule namely, Not 
that our loyall or loving Subjects ſhould take them as coyne or payment in greater or ſmaller ſums, but as tokens tor pre-: 
ſent exchange of money where otherwiſe it could not be changed, for which they were and are very neceſſary and uſctull, 
but as a lictle fire and warter are very neceſlary and uſefull relievers, yer ovet much of either become crue!] "vac even 
fo doth the great encreale of rokens, a tew being uſetull,do to your trades,as you or your poſterity before many yeares paſſe 
mult needs finde for by relation there are ordinarily made at this time about eighty foure pounds worth in a day, which 
is in a weeke five hundred and foure pounds, which is twenty fix thouſand two hundred ninety two pounds inthe yeare, 
all which for the value of the matter of chem are not worth three thouſand pounds, fo that the loſſe will be unavoidably 
above three and twenty thouſand pounds a yeare after this rate; then conſider I beſeech: you , how that looner or later of 
neceſsity the courſe of the encreaſe ofrhem mult be ſtopped, the which every day being delayed doe produce to the en- 
creaſc ot them, after the rate aforeſaid 84. pounds : And ſeeing his Majeſty, nor Parliament cannot any way ſtop the abuſe 
by chem, but that of neceſsity they mult rake off che engagement of the Pattentees, whereby they can no longer ſtand en- 
gaged to take them in then they enjoy their Pattent to put them out; and ſeeing neither his Majeſty nor Parliament did 
ever by any Statute or Proclamation enjoyne apy ſubjects to take them, bur according to their own good liking, for their 
eaſe and benefit, and no farther, . Conſider, I befeech you, if it be not altogether improper, to petition either King or Par- 
liament for caſe, of a grievance never irapoled upon us by cither ofthem, truly if you conſider it, itis all one as if wee 
ſhould ſell our commodires for Nur ſhels, and then petition to them to eale our grievance. Now therefore ſeeing any 
thing that is good tor any Trade or Company, that doe neither go againft a Statute or Proclamation, is lawtull for any 
Company amongſt themſclves to enjoyne under a penalty, and ſeeing this is onely proper to them to doe withour lofle 
to themſelves and poſterity, and for their great gaine in future times ; how commendable wil the practiſe be of chem that 
ſhal firſt ſer upon the eaſing luch a grievance ? and how thankfully will all other Companies follow their good example, 
wherein all both rich and poore generally {hall have benefir,and none looſe but the PrjeCtor and his Maſter the Patentee, 
and his Chapmea that live upon the unlawfull gaine they get by the Kingdomes loſle ;' yea how thankfully will chou- 
lands thinke of you every weeke, remembring they were won: to loole .1.2 .3.4.5 .shil a weeke by tokens more or leſle. 
And yet once more your poore {ervantthe Author beſcecheth you to conſider,that either now or hereafter it muſt come 
to this or worle, cl[e in time it wiil cometo this paſſe, it will be ſaid Englands filver'iis turned into copper , their pounds 
into leſſethen halfe crowns, their ſhillings in:oleſle then pence, thus intreating you not to be offended, that whilſt your 
thoughts are taken up about things of much greater coaſequence he ſhould minde you of this being ſmall as farthing ro- 
kens,which the other of greater moment have kept you from minding or remembring, thus I commir you to God, TN. 
E E therefore whoſe names are hereaf.er written,conſidering the truth and reality of that above ſpecified, do pro- 
miſe under our hands,that ifthe mager part of our Trade in London, Weſtminſter with the Liberties and Suburbs 
will doe the like, we will take this courſe tollowing,viz. We will take no tokens in the name of money or coyne, of lefle 
quantity then five pence which is 21. tokens, or ten pence which is 42. tokens, that ſo it may be withour loſle to buyer 
or ſeller, which otherwile cannot be, bur onely under the name of tokens, as alſo we will offer to no man any otherwile, 
that is to ſay, ſeeing they are delivered from the token houſe 21. for 20. the which they by their Patent can juſtihe,where- 
by allo they are bound to take them in at the ſame rate, which Authority can no way alter without taking off their en- 
gagement to take them in,rherefore ſeeing they will not come to our rates for feare of c— their extorting unjuſt. 
gaine, we Will come to theirs, although with aliccle trouble, to caſe our preſent and prevent our future loſſe , which will 
no way elle be avoided, therefore the ſums above written, we will take 21. for 5.d. 42.for 10.d. 63. for 15.4. 84. for 20.d.. 
and ſo on 21. for 20. and any leſſer ſum3 we will not take by the.name of '1alfe penny, penny, two pence,money or coine, 
for ſo we doe not onely lole the twentieth part of a penny, but alſo encourage and.maintain the Preſles going to encreaſe 
the ſame, therefore we will owne notokens under any other name but tokens under 5.d. which is 21. tokens, as you may. 
farthec ſeein alittle book of one ſheet made by the Author hereof, and therefore wholo ſhall aske for a pennie worth of 
' ware or any coine ſhall pay us with coine not with tokens, bur if they have none but tokens, let them aske for it under the 
Name of tokens for which they may haye juſt waights, meaſare or tale accordinglic juſt to the rate of rokens,that ſo neither:
